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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group III (claims 9-17) in the reply filed 
on 8/10/2007 is acknowledged. 

2. This application contains claims 1-8 drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in the reply filed on 8/10/2007. A complete reply to the final rejection must 
include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See 
MPEP§ 821.01. 

3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.17(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 



(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1. Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. Claims 9-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 
0209241 (1987), Bamoharram (J of Mol Cat, 2006). 

EP and Bamoharram both teach a method of making 2- and 4- picolines from 
acetaldehyde and ammonia in the presence of a (heteropolyacid) catalyst. The 
difference between the art cited and the instant claims is the specific temperatures, 
binder sizes and ratios. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of invention to optimize the known reactions to the instantly 
claimed reaction. Rationale: the optimization of a known reaction is within the skill of 
the ordinary artisan.
